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PREFACE 


Databases  are  a  collection  of  information,  articles,  books,  papers,  text,  and  other  types  of 
references  on  a  particular  subject  or  subjects.  They  are  usually  bibliographic  in  format  and  may 
provide  abstracts  with  the  references  or  full-text  articles.  Information  can  be  down  loaded  from 
them  for  a  fee  and  most  require  a  subscription  in  order  to  access  the  database. 

Over  the  past  few  years  the  availability,  scope,  and  depth  of  databases  has  expanded 
tremendously.  There  are  databases  available  for  almost  any  subject,  industry  or  occupation 
imaginable. 

The  number  and  scope  of  databases  today  is  very  large  and  variable.  Many  in  the  the  research 
community,  and  others,  are  too  busy  to  spend  time  trying  to  locate  sources  of  information  that 
might  be  of  interest  or  help  to  them  in  their  daily  lives.  The  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to 
provide  a  list  of  selected  databases  that  might  be  interesting  and  useful  to  those  in  the  biomedical 
research  community  and  other  associated  fields.  I  hope  that  this  compilation  will  accomplish  that 
goal  and  will  help  save  some  time  and  effort  for  those  trying  to  locate  pertinent  information.  The 
simple  format  of  alphabetically  listing  the  databases  has  been  used  in  order  to  allow  individuals 
to  add  additional  websites  to  the  list. 

The  Provider  and  Vendor  Contact  information  for  those  databases  in  the  United  States  were 
confirmed  and  accurate  as  of  the  date  of  publication.  Information  for  foreign  vendors  and 
providers  was  not  verified  but  should  be  reliable.
